The reading disclosed thé fact that 
the United States government had de- 
termined to possess for itself certain 
territory and parts of land bounded by 
and lying within such parallels of lati- 
tude and longitude as mark the limits 
of the Philippine archipelago. The 
United States does not propose assum- 
ing the Philippine debt, of $40,000,000, 
but is willing to be responsible to 
Spain for a sum of money. equal to the 
actual expenditures by Spain in the 
Philippines for the advantage of the 
islands and for the good of their peo- 
ple, for permanent betterments and for 
improvements, both physical and men- 
tal. 

The reading of the presentment speci- 
fies that the United States will reim- 
burse Spain to the extent of her “‘pa- 
cific expenditures” made in the archi- 
pelago. This phrase “pacific expendi- 
tures” is employed to differentiate ex- 


|penditures by Spain in combatting in- 


surrections in the Philippines., The one

SANTIAGO, Oct. 31—[By West In- 
dian Cable.] Gen. Leonard Wood, com- 
mander of the military Department of 
Santiago, returned today on board the 
United States gunboat Hist from Man- 
zanillo, where he had been to consult 
Col. Pettit, military Governor of Man- 
zanillo, regarding the administration 
of the district under the latter's con- 
trol. The Hist was eight hours late, 
owing to a West Indian hurricane, and 
the Josefita, a much faster vessel, 
which left Manzanilla twelve hours be- 
fore the Hist, is now ten hours over- 
due. Fears are entertained for her 
safety. 

The amalgamation of the military 
and civil departments under one ad- 
ministratioh, particularly under such 
men as Gen. ood, who is thoroughly 
tactful and popular with all 
elements, greatly facilitates the dis- 
patch of bublic business. Gen. Wood 
intends, as far as possible, to maintain 
the original military department lines 
in the .province, sending a regiment to 
each district as the Spaniards evacuate. 
United States Congressman Dalzell of 
Pittsburgh, a member of the Ways 
and .Means Commitee of the House of 
Representatives, who arrived here last 
Friday night with a party of Pennsyl- 
vania Railréad:magnates, has been in- 
specting properties in Santiago and vi- 
cinity with a view to large invest- 
ments and a railway franchise for a 
line between Santiago and Havana. 


Before leaving for the latter place to- 


day by the United States transport 
Panama, Dalzell expressed himself as 
most favorably impressed by what he 
had seen, and the possibilities of the 
region, though he declined to give any 
particulars regarding contemplated in- 
vestments, 

There was considerable trouble over 
the large consignment of supplies re- 
ceived here Saturday by the steamer 
Port Victor from San Juan, consigned 
by the Helen Gould War Relief Asso- 
ciation. The right to distribute the 
supplies was claimed by two persons. 
Mr. McIntosh, to whom a part was 
consigned,and who had a letter author- 
izing him to act, and Edward A. Sum- 
ner of New York, counsel for the as- 
sociation.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says two 
constructions are put upem the recent 
order of Gen. Blanco that the Spanish 
troops in Cuba should not be dis- 
charged, but shall first go to Spain to 
receive their payment. This cancels 
the previous order of October 4 saying 
that such Spaniards as desired could 
remain in Cuba. Should the troops 
cheose to return under this later order 
to Spain, it would give the Spaniards 
a pretext for asking a longer'time for 
evacuation, which may be their desire. 
On the other hand) it is urged by a 
high War Department official that the 
cause of this order les in the inability 
of Blanco to pay them and in the hape, 
therefore, that they would desert and 
thereby relieve the Spanish government 
of further obligation. | 

The Spanish regular troops in Cuba 
are now much sceattered and number 
about 85,775 men. In the province of 
Pinar del Rio there are in all 10,450 
men; in the province of Havana there 
are 14,100 men, and in the province of 
Matanzas there are 8500, In the prov- 
ince of Santa Clara there are 23,208 
men, of whom 12,562 are in the Spiritus 
division. In thé trocha Jucara-Moron 
there are 6100 men, In the province of 
Puerto Principe there are 5000 men. 

The province of Santiago originally 
contained 13,525 in the Manzanillo di- 
vision, 7500 in the Holguin division and 
21,200 in the Santiago division. Out of 
the total of 42,425 men in the Santiago 
province, about. 24,000 men have been 
transported to Spain, legving about 
18,425 now there. These are regular 
Spanish troops, with whose transporta- 
tion the commissioners will have to 
reckon. Beside these there were over 
80,000 volunteers and guerrillas.

The arrest 
was made by a Chicago detective at 
the instigation of V. Zsemeskie, a 
piano-dealer at No. 624 Blue Island 
avenue, Chicago, who is a stockholder 
and the western agent of the Bung- 
lau Bank, and who had been in- 
structed to search for Wilt. 

Wilt has been married one year, and 
js 38 years old. His father is a pros- 
perous merchant of Bungbunzula. On 
Aucust 6 Wilt and his wife, accom- 
panied by her aunt, Blaja Mullei, left 
home: on a vacation for his health. 
They traveled through Austria and 
came to America, landing at Hoboken, 
October 3, where he wired his mother 
of their arrival. Meanwhile the bank 
officials heard of the shortage of 109,- 
000 guldens, and were searching for 
Wilt. His message. home gave them a 
clew that he was in America, and they 
notified their western agent. 

Wilt traveled through the East, and 
finally went to Chicago, whence he 
came here last Thursday evening. A 
detective arrived here Sunday and ar-: 
rested the party of three today. Wilt 
had $100 in United States money, and 
he and his wife both had a large

District Superintendent Lane Has

YORK, Nov. 1.—[Exclusive 
‘An almost pathetic fea- 
tile of the peace conference at Paris, 
or at least bearing upon the outcome 
of those proceedings, is the brief ap- 
peal. attributed to Agoncillo, who is 
the envoy of Aguinaldo the flamboy- 
ant dictator of the Philippines. In 
conversation with Commissioner co 
vis last night, and discussing the prob- 
able outcome of the latest proposition 
concerning the Philippines, Agomcillo 
said with great earnestness: / “Do 
not give us back to Spain, whatever 
you do.” Senator Davis, it is reported, 
was the only member of the American 
commission who would receive Agon- 
cillo and discuss the situation with 
him. The Spanish Ambassador, Cos- 
tillo. the ruling spirit of the Spanish 
commission; consented last night to 
briefly,outline the probable reply to the 
American ultimatum as to the Philip- 
pines. Conversing with the Paris rep- 
resentative of the New York Journal, 
he said: 

“The forthcoming reply would un- 
doubtedly point out, that Spain em- 
powered Cambon to sign the protocol 
honestly believing her sovereignty in 
the Philippines to be intact. The third 
article is proof of this condition. It 
will say that Cambon so understood it. 
M. Delcasse, the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, will be quoted as evi- 
“dence, for in the yellow book recently 
published, he uses these words: ‘The 
provisional occupation of Manila by 
the American forces.’ Commissioner 
Day’s dry reply to the Spanish sugges- 
tion that the United States take care 
of the Philippines debt and give Spain. 
something besides, was _ this: ‘One 
doesn’t ‘buy a city after having bom- 
barded it.’ ”’ 

SPAIN WILL REJECT. 
The Sun’s Paris correspondent re- 
t he is authorized to say that | 
Spain will undoubtedly reject the 
American proposals. This decision was 
not made known to the American com- 
missioners by the Spaniards. In reply 
to an inquiry why, if the rejection was 
-irrevocable, it was not announced at 
“It would 
be undiplomatic and unwise to take a 
gtep involving such grave conse- 
quences, until the American proposals 
were formally considered, and the Ma- 
drid government had an opportunity to 
approve their rejection. There is no 
question, however, that there is only 

one answer possible for Spain."’ 

Another Spaniard possessing full 
knowledge of the situation, said in 
Paris last night: ‘We fully expect 
,that the conference will end in rup- 
ture.” There is yeason to believe that 
some Spanish members of the peace 
commission are so they asked for 
such a long adjournnifent or until Fri- 
day. Inquiries that are being made 
suggest they are considering the possi- 
bility of turning the pending American 
political campaign to Spanish account. 
It seems to have occurred to them that 
if an immediate rupture is threatened 
the McKinley administration will make 
extraordinary concessions rather than 
permit he announcement on the eve of 
elections of the renewal of war against 
a helpless foe. Their idea seems to 
be that chivalrous Americans will not 
support a party which would permit 
such a situation to arise. 

COUNTER-PROPOSALS. 

A Spanish authority in Paris last 
night said, among other things: ‘These 
terms Spain will reject absolutely. The 
Spanish commissioners will submit 
counter-proposals Friday. The Span- 
ish terms will be so widely different 
that unless the American offer was in- 
tended as merely a tentative agree- 
ment, it will be impossoble, and a rup- 
ture of negotiations will speedily fol- 
low.”’ It is natural to suspect such a 
declaration as the foregoing is a ma- 
neuver to put a pfessure on the Amer- | 
ican representatives, but there is good 
reason to believe that it-is a genuine 
statement of the Spanish position and 
intentions. It should be added that it is 
not voluntarily put forward by Spain's 
representatives, but is the result of a 
long discussion of the situation with a 
gentleman whose advice carries weight 
with the Spanish government.

LEXINGTON TESTIMONY. 

_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LEXINGTON, Oct. 31.—Returning to 
town about 3 o'clock, the commission 
went into session at the committee- 
rooms at the Phoenix Hotel, and began 
Maj.-Gen. 
James H. Wilson, now commanding the 
First Army Corps, was the first wit- 
ness. The general said he was in 
charge of the First Division, First 
Corps, at Chickamauga Park. -He left 
there with-his command about July 1, 
bound for Porto Rico. 

At Charleston he was kept some two 
weeks or more, he did not know 
whether it was on account of a lack 
Here typhoid 
fever broke out, and when he did get 
off, he had to leave seventy cases of it 
behind. The disembarkation at Porto 
Rico, he said, took eleven days, when it 
should have been accomplished in two. 
This, it is claimed, was on account of 
not having steam launches for which 
he asked the department in vain. In‘ 
Porto Rico the health of his troops was 
good on the march, but as soon as they 
— to a standstill, sickness broke 
out. ‘ 

Gen. Wilson said he had found the 
government.rations good and sufficient. 
The most of the sickness among the 
troops was caused by the men eating 
fruit and trash. 

“TI consider Chickamauga Park one of 
the finest camps in the world,’ said, 
Gen. Wilson. “I never saw its superior 
unless it is Camp Hamilton here at 
Lexington.” 

Asked if he could make any sugges- 


‘tions as to beneficial changes, the gen- 


eral said that he is much in favor of 
regimental hospitals, which have al- 
ready been recommended, and are now 
being established. His observation 
has been that civilians have made good 
officers, proficient. and obedient to all 
commands. He believed one of the 
principal causes of sickness among the 
volunteers was that they were unused 
to camp life, and to the climate of 
Georgia. 

Lieut.-Cok Frank D. Baldwin, in- 
spector on Gen. Wilson’s staff, and 
who was on Gen. Wade's staff at 
Chickamauga, gave some sensational 
concerning the conditions 

ere, 

‘“‘When the camp was first established 
there,” he said, “I did not inspect a 
single hospital but what I found it in 
a filthy condition. Reports were made 
of this to the commanding general, and 
improvements could be observed for a 
few days. But.in as short a time mat- 
ters will be as bad as ever. About 
the time the camp was broken up this

Col. Baldwin further said that he 
had known requisitions to be made fre- 
quentiv and not to be honored.

Asked if the men were allowed to 
drink water from a certain spring, Col 
Baldwin said: “It is true that they were 
not, but, as one officer humorously re- 
marked, to keep the men from drink- 
ing water from any pool it was neces- 
sary to put a sentinel over the pool 
and then put another sentinel over him 
to keep him from drinking." | 

Col. Baldwin stated «hat nto such ar- 
rangements were made to take care 
of the sinks as have been made here 
at Camp Hamilton. He said that the 
ground finally got so perforated with 
sinks in the timber portion of the park 
that it was really unsafe to ride 
through it; that his horse had gone 
into them up to his belly. . 

Col. Baldwin said that it was a 
common complaint that frequently 
regiments dumped their worst men off 
on the hospitals for nurses. He said 
that the camp of the First Mississippi 
Regiment was one of the worst he had 
ever seen, largely on account of the 
leniency of the calonel with his men. 
He stated further that there was great 
difficulty in pane lime, due to the in- 
efficiency of the quartermaster’s de- 
partment. On one occasion, he said, he 
was notified that there was an abund- 
ance of lime and that he in turn noti- 
fied several regimental commanders. 
They made _ requisitions, and were 
given one barrel of lime each and noti- 
fied that that was all that could be 
granted them. 

The next witness was Capt. Benja- 
min Johnston, now depot quartermas- 
ter at Camp Hamilton. Capt. John- 
ston served as asistant to the chief 
quartermaster of the Fifth corps at 
Santiago from July 17 to August 22, 
He came away with Gen. Shafter.and 
served at Montauk Point until that 
camp was abandoned, when he came 
to Lexington. 

“At Santiago,’ said Capt. Johnston, 
“from the time I landed until I left 
there was an abundance of clothing. 
Many of the troops had only dog-tents, 
but in my opinion these were good and 
healthy. 
with the transport in which I went to 
Cuba. or that in which I returned. At 
Montauk Point I visited both the de- 
tention ande division hospitals, and 
though not a competent judge in such 
matters, I considered both excellent. 

“There is an abundance of clothing 
and other supplies here, all of good 
quality,-- winter” clothes having been 
issued. I have no complaints. To 
my knowledge there is no regiment 
here how whose men are wearing un- 
lined blouses. Some of the tents here 
have been condemned, and they will be 
immdiately replaced. There is a great 
deal of clothing in the depot, and an 
abundance on the way. Requisitions 
have always been promptly honored.” 

The commission adojurned at 6:30 
o’clock for dinner and resumed its 
8 o'clock.

He coujd not secure this, 
he said, so the colonel spent $500 out of 
his own pocket for medicine. Col. 
Leonard said the commissary supplies 
had been good and so abundant that 
the men could not consume them. In 
consequence, each company has a fund 
of $150 or more obtained by selling 
superfluous supplies. The cdlonel com- 
plained of the quartermaSter’s supplies, 
especially the shoes. He said that he 
had spent nearly $600 out of his own 
pocket for shoes for his men. He said 
that the supplies were issued in piece- 
meal, and frequently the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department got the requisitions 
“bulled.”’ 

Col. W. K. Caffee, Second Missouri 
Regiment, stated that his regiment did 
not receive all equipment until a few 
days before leaving Camp Thomas for 
Lexington. Among the last things is- 
sued. he said, were the boilers for boil- 
ing the water, which were ordered more 
than two months before. Col. Caffee 
said tha. sinks could be dug at the 
Second Missouri's camp at Chickama- 
gua only four feet before striking rock. 
This. he stated, was represented to the 
brigade commander and the inspector, 
but no action was taken. Col. Caffee 
said that he had no surgeon, and only 
one assistant surgeon for some time

“Sick men frork my regiment were 
sent to the division hospital and could 
not’ be received because the hospital 
Was already overcrowded,” said Col. 
Caffee. 

“Dr. Griffith was in charge of the 
hospital, and after visiting all the 
others; I concluded that this was the 
best-conducted one: at the park. Dr.

SUPREME COURT CASES. 


STATES MAY TAX CORPORATIONS” 


ORGANIZED ELSEWHERE. 


Justices Harlan and Brown Dissent 
from a Tariff Point of View—Re- 
hearing Granted Involving Ari- 

gona Ranch Claims—The Part 
Justice McKenna Took in the 
Latter Controversy. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The United 
States Supreme Court today announced 
its decision sustaining the constitution- 
ality of that feature of the tax law af 
New York which lays a tax on foreign 
corporations doing business in the 
State according to the capital em- 
ployed. The case was instituted against 
James Roberts, Comptroller of the 
State of New York, to test the law and 
to vacate an assessment made on the 


capital of a large western drug-house, . 


having a branch in New York City. 


The lower courts sustained the validity - 


of the law, and the Supreme Court now 
affirms this decision.. | 

Judge Shiras, in announcing the 
court’s opinion, said the law was set- 
tled that a State may impose such con- 
ditions for permitting a foreign corpora- 
tion to do business within its limits as 
it may judge expedient, and it may 
make the grant dependent upon the 
payment of @ specific license tax-or a 
sum proportionate to the amount of its 
capital used in the State. This was 
not, the court held, a discrimination 
against the products of outside States. 

Justice Harlan announced the dissen- 
sion of himself and Justice Brown. He 
said the former decisions of this court 
had been uniform against State laws 
which favored domestic firms, corpora- 
tions or persoms, as against those from 
other states. If each State set up a 
System of special taxes on these out- 
side bodies, then it would, in the aggre- 
gate, amount to a sort of protective- 
tariff system, overcoming the freedom 
of trade between the States. 

Chief Justice Fuller announced the 
court’s opinion affirming the opinion 
of the Supreme Court of Montana in 
the case of the St. Louis Mining and 
Milling Company against the Montana 
Mining Company, involving rights in 


} mining claims. 


The case of the Knights Templars and 
the Masons’ Life Indemnity Company 
against/“C. F. Converse involved to 
some extent that clause in many insur- 
ance policies as to the freedam of travel 
by the party insured. Payment on an 
insurance policy was resisted on the 
ground that death had resulted while 
the insured was traveling outside of the 
limits allowed by the policy.

RIFLED BRAUN’S SAFE. 


UNPROFITABLE WORK OF BUR- 
GLARS SUNDAY NIGHT. 


Buffalo Brewing Campany’s Office 
Ransacked, but Nothing of Value 
Carried Away—Efforts of Detec- 
tives to Keep the Matter Dark. 


¢ 


Despite the persistent efforts of the 
‘police. detective. department to keep 
the matter dark, the news leaked out 
vesterdav that a safe was qracked 
Sunday nignt in the office of Henry 
Braun, agent*of the Buffalo Brewing 
Company. 

There was nothing very sensational 
about the burglary, and no apparent 
reason for the attempt to surround the 
affair with mystery, but the police cen- 
sor. could not be persuaded to view it 
in that light. The most that could be 
learned. from an official source was 4 
tacit admission that a burglary had 
taken place, and that the detectives 
were working on the case. 

Mr. Braun end his employés treatel 
the matter differently. They did not 
take any pains to conceal the facts, 
put, on the other hand, freely gave out 
information, and invited reporters and 
‘others who were inquisitive about the 
matter to visit the office and see for 
themselves how the burglars did the 
work. 

The burglary took place at No. 1044 
North Alameda street. Mr. Braun was 
in his office up. to noon Sunday, when 
he went home without taking the pre- 
caution to lock the safe. He seldom 
leaves any cash in the safe overnight, 
hence his carelessness about locking 
it. The burglars gained entrance by 
picking the lock of the door to the of- 
fice, and had only to break open the 
drawers in the safe to get at the con- 
tents, which consisted only of papers 
of value to the owner, but of no value 
to thieves. These papers were strewn 
over the office floor, and evidently had 
been closely examined by the burglars, 
but rejected on account of their worth- 
lessness to them. So far as could be 
observed, no thing of value was carried 
away. 

When Mr. Braun arrived at the office 
Monday, morning and saw what had 
taken. place during the night, he 
promptly reported the matter to the 
police, who at once proceeded to make 
a deep, dark mystery of it, for fear 
that the public would find out that

There will 
therefore be an usual temptation to 
producers to ship green fruit to the 
eastern markets. It is the ‘yielding to 
the temptation to ship away unripe 
and otherwise imperfect fruit that has 
done more harm to the orange trade 
than any other one thing. The first 
fruit sent out is taken as a sample of 
the crop, and when this is found to’be 
poor it is taken for granted that all 
will be poor. It will be a costly mis- 
take to send this year’s fruit before it 
is ¥ipe.

AS MUTE AS A CLAM. 


MYSTERIOUS D. J. catered STILL 
MAINTAINS SILENCE. 


Held to Answer to the Superior 


Céurt for Forgery and Burglary. 
He Offers not a Word in His De- 
fense—Detectives Nonplussed. 


“The mysterious prisoner, D. J. Griffith, 
who was taken into custody ten days 
ago by the police, was held to answer 
to the Superior Court yesterday by 


Justice Owens on two charges of fel- 
ony, forgery and burglary. Bail was 


fixed at $3000 in the first case, and $5060 
in the second. Being unable to furnish 
security in such large amounts, or for 
that matter in any amount, the pris- 
oner was remanded to the custody of 


the Sheriff, and taken to the County 


Jail to await trial. 

Griffith maintains the same reticence 
he Was assumed from the moment of 
his arrest. He has thus far declined to 
see a lawyer, to make any.statement in 
his defense or as to his identity, or to 
protest against his arrest and impris- 
At the examinations. yester- 
day he listened attentively and with an 
apparent air of respect to the evidence, 
but asked not a question of the wit- 
nesses, nor said a single word except 
the mere reply ‘‘Yes,” or “No,” in re- 
sponse to questions addressed to him 
personally by the court. 


The prisoner looks as neat, clean, : 


calm and respectable, after ten days’ 
incarcération in the City Jail as on the 
day of his arrest. All efforts to sweat 
information out of him by the detec- 
tives have ‘proved futile. They look 
upon him, however, as a crook of re- 
markable cleverness, and are expecting 
information. in-a few days from a dis- 
tant city, which they think will shed 


light on his identity. 


The forgery for which Griffith has 


been held to answer consisted in the 


utterance of a check on the First Los 
Angeles Bank for $12.50, payable to 
George H. Morris, and purported to be 
signed by H. Jevne. The check was 
cashed by John Schneider, proprietor of 
the Arcade Depot Hotel, for. Griffith, 
who had registered at the hotel as 
George H. Morris, and indorsed the 


check with that name. After Griffith 


had been given the money, he took his 
grip and left the hotel, ostensibly to 
board a train for the north. It was 
then that Schneider telephoned to Mr. 
Jevne' about the check and found out 
that it was spurious. Schneider re- 


ported the matter to the police, and | 


Griffith was arrested on the night of 
21 just as he was stepping 
aboar®. a train at River Station. 

While in jail, Griffith was identified 
by Mrs. F. A. Law of No. 976 Buena 
Vista street as a man whom she had 
surprised in her house on the after- 
noon of October 21, in thé act of rifling 
what 


looking for rooms. He _ talked and 
acted unconcernedly until he saw Mrs. 
Law looking to see whether her valua- 
bles were intact, when he suddenly 
bolted, jumped. over the fence, ran 
through the Southern Pacific yards, 
and, hailing a passing wagon, asked for 
a ride and drove away. 

At his examination for burglary yes- 
terday Mrs. Law -positively identified 
Griffith as the man whom she surprised 
in her rooms. She testified that $3 was 
taken from her purse by the stranger.

“It was left in the hands of the offi- 
cers of the association to seek and 
urge for the relief essential in many 
cases to the economical handling of 
oil. The ordinance has worled great 
inconvenience and injustice to parties 
whose tanks were built before its adop- 
tion, as is apparent from the following 
statement: 

‘“First—Tanks were located to load 
cn the street where-there have never 
been facilities,for loading on lots as 
situated. 

“Second—Some_ parties have been 
compelled to elevate their oil in tan‘: 
by running water, and other expensive 
and unsatisfactory expedients, losing 
one-fourth to one-half of their storaze 
capacity. 

“Third—To save this expense, in some 
instances. the ordinance has been i-z- 
nored continucusly since its adoption. 

“Fourth—The ordinance is in v'e'a 
tion of the principle of equal rights 
and exact justice for citizens, and par- 
ticularly as between business men, con- 
sumers are permitted to unload the oi 
on the naved streets in the most con: 
gested portion of the business center. 
a practice tenfold more objectionable | 
in view of the locality, than the oc- 
casional loading of the same oil or 
streets where there is ample space and 
few teams or people passing, and where’ 
no one passing would be inconveienced. 

By the amendment the loading can 
be accomplished with no more occa- 
sion for, or possibility of soiling streei 


unloading which passes unquestioned. 

“We therefore pray for equal r'ght: 
to all, and that producers shall enioy 
the same privilege as-consumers' This 
is resented in behalf of the Oil Men’s 
Protective Association, numbering 600 
members.”’ 

The communication bears the signa- 
tures of W. A. Lamb, president, and 
Walter L. Young, secretary, of the as- 
sociation. It. was referred to the special 
Oil Committee. 

SUNSET PARK IMPROVEMENT. 

Judge J. M. Miller voiced the senti- 

ments of a number of the residents of 
the vicinity of Westlake Park, in a 
communication with reference to the 
improvement of Sunset Park. It fol- 
lows: 
'“T wish to call your attention to the 
neglected condition of Sunset Park, and 
to protest against the delay in expend- 
ing the money already appropriated for 
its improvement. Considerably over a 
year ago. $1000 was appropriated for 
the improvement of Sunset Park, and 
it was promised that the money would 
be expended as soon as the rain should 
fall and make the ground easy to work. 
The next obstacle that was introduced 
to prevent the improvement was the 
excuse that a drain across the park 
must be built first, and that inasmuch 
as there was no money for this pur- 
pose, everything must wait in abey- 
ance. 

“T consider this reasoning very flimsy. 
There is only a small part in the low- 
est section, that would be affected by 
the stormwater, and there is no reason 
why the- remainder, and by far the 
larger part of the park, which is high 
above any possible stormwater, should 
not be immediately improved. At the 
time when Mrs. Shatto gave the land 
for the park. it was understood that 
the improvement would be made as 
soon as the location was made accessi- 


ble by the extension of the electric 
railway. Not only has there been one 


railway built, but two roads are now 
running directly to Sunset Park. Mr. 
Wilshire also was promised if he gave 
a strip of land 120 feet wide to connect 
Westlake Park with Sunset Park, as 
soon as this strip (now Wilshire boule- 
vard) was improved and dedicated. for 
park purposes, it would be taken over 
by the Park Commissioners, and alsov 
that Sunset Park would be properly 
improved, making it, with the Wilshire 
bofMievard, one beautiful whole with 
Westlake Park. bs 

“If the ground were inaccessible, if 
it were not in a nart that would be 
unquestionably enjoyed! by the public 
immediately it was imoroved, there 
might be some excuse-for the neglect 
of this park. But, on the contrary, it

The matter was referred to the Board 
of Park Commissioners. 

A VETO VETOED. ° 

Just before the adjournment of the 
Council for the noon recess Mr. Toll 
again called up the matter of the requi- 
sition for Assistant City Attorney 
Thomas on which a veto message had 
been received from Mayor Snyder. He 
made a long and convincing speech on 
the subject, in which he called atten- 
tion to the fact that the Mayor in ex- 
ercising his veto pawer had _ disap- 
proved of only one of two requisitions, 
both of which were for exactly the 
same purpose, which was well known to 
the Mayor at the time he signed the one 
and vetoed the other. He referred to 
the requisition of Assistant City Engi- 
neer King as the one which had been 
signed. He could not understand why 
this had been done, as the Mayor had 
not stated in his message what his rea- 
son was. Mr. Toll then explained in 
detail the reason why the matter of in- 
creasing the salaries of Messrs. King 
and. Thomas had not been included-in 
the salary ordinance for the present 
fiscal year. This explanation is well 
known to all who have fallowed the 
matter since the annual apportionment 
of funds was made up. He showed 
the inconsistency of the Mayor by 
pointing to the fact that His Honor 
had been advised fully about the mat- 
ter, although he had not been consulted 
at all when it came to the preparation 
of the annual budget. This was not 


considered necessary, the Councilman | 


said, for it was well known that the 
Mayor at present has little to Jo with 
the affairs of city government, much 
less the financial affairs of the city. 
Taking the argument, or alleged argu- 
ment; of the Mayor, .as contained in 
his message and used in stating his 
reasons for vetoing the requisition, Mr. 
Toll shawed conclusively that they 
were not tenable. He asserted and 
proved that the provisions of the ckar- 
ter referred to in the.Mayor’s message 
do not apply to the cases of deputies, 
but only to the heads of departments. 
He stated that the only motive aside 
from possibly that «f politics, which 
had actuated the Mayor in vetoing the 
meastre was that he did not consider 
Mr. Thomas worth $135 a month to the 
city, and this every one who knew of 
Mr. Thomas’s valuable services would 
not agree with. He intimated that the 
Mayor was actuated samewhat by a 
feeling thet he had been disregarded in 
the matter, since he had said that he 
had not been consulted when the sal- 
ary ordinance was prevared and had 


asserted what might be taken to mean 


that had he been consuited he might 


fessed that he had. forgetten to con- 
sult the Mayor in the matter, but gave 
as his reascm that under the present 
charter the Mayor has so little to do 
with such affairs that it had na oc- 
curred to him that such a course was 
necessary; in fact it had not occurred 
to him that the Maycr’s consent-should 
be secured before the Council could do 
what was manifestly right todo.) | 

Since it was possible, and even prob- 
able, that the Mayor would take simi- 
ler action each _memth, and as there 
would be presented to him requisitions 
each month of the present calendar year 
for similar increases of salary, which 
he will have to veto if his position is 
at all consistent, Mr. Toll moved «hat 
the requisition be adopted despite the 
veto and that the City Attorney be di- 
rected te¢ present an amendment to the 
salary ordinance which would include 
the-increases now provided for in the 
requisitions, offe of which the Mayor 
signed and the other he vetoed. 

Of course, if there is any amendment 
to the salary ordinarce it will bring 
the matter back to the basis that pre- 
vailed during the last fiscal year. The 
Council will net care to folv«w the 
requisition plan if the  ordinauce 
amending the old one is adopted, but 
there may be ether city officials who 
Will suffer through the change. 

In regard to this motion of Mr. Toll, 
Councilman Nickell ste ted {hat he cr-ald 
not favor the recuisition phase, but 
would willingly vote for an amendmen: 
of the salary ordinance. He asked that 
Mr. Toll separate the two propositions 
so that they could be voted upon, and 
to this Mr. Tr«l consented. 

On the matter of passing the requi- 
sition of Mr. Thomas over «the veto of 
the Mayor, cniv Mr. Nickell voted in 
the negative, and the veto was knocked 
out. As to the proposed amending of 
the salary ordinance, the vote in favor

AFTERNOON SESSION.

and Wilson streets. At the request of 
a number of the protestants this hear- 
ing was continued for thirty-days,—it. 
being stated that there was a possi- 
bility of so arranging matters that 
there might be no necessity for action 
on part of the Council. cae 

The old, old matter of the, protest” 
of Mrs. E. Wilson and James Masses 


against the confirmation of the report + 


of the commissioners for the opening 
of an alley from Fourth to Fifth streets 
between Broadway and Hill streets 
Was to have been heard .yesterday 
afternoon, but owing to the absence of 
Judge Dillon, counsel for Mr. Moses, 
who is a non-resident, the hearing was 
postponed one week. There was objec- 
tion to this postponement on part of 
several of the Councilmen, as they were 
of the opinion that there should be 
some disposition made of the matter 
at once. President Silver voted for the 
continuance, with the understanding 
that it would be settled finally at the 
next meeting of the Council.

It was upon protest against this 
amended report that the matter was 
again heard yesterday afternoon. A 
dozen or more interested property own- 
ers appeared ta take part in the dis- 
cussion, some of them forthe opening

and others supporting the protest. Ad- 
dresses long and short were made by 
Messrs Bacon, Hinckley, Croswell, 
Haas, Hickson and others, and at the 
conclusion of the speeches, which con- 
sumed more than an hour, the matter 
was referred to the Board of Public 
Works, before whom additional] details 
will be presented by these same per- 
sons. It is possible that in the present 
State of the feeling of certain of those 
interested the matter may reach the 
courts. 
Another rather ancient matter to the 
Council was that of the protest against 
the opening of an alley from Fifth to 
Sixth streets between Broadway and 
Hill. In this matter all of the owners 
of property fronting on Hill street had 
protested and many of them were there 
to give their reasons for their protests. 
For more than an hour the Council 
listened to the argument for and 
against the proposed alley. One of the 
most vigorous protests was made by 
representatives of the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church. This congregation 
intends to build a fine church at Sixth 
and Hill streets and the plans have 
been prepared. If the alley is opened

MAY DECIBE TODAY. 
Important Saloon Case to Be Settled 
by the Police Commission. 

At the regular session of the Board 
of Police ‘Commissioners this morning 
the matter of whether a sideboard li- 
cense carries with it the rights to op- 
erate a regular saloon, will be finally 
settled. The report of the Chief on 
the matter of thealicense for the sa- 
loon at No. 139 South Broadway will be 
received and the commissioners will 
be called upon to determine whether 
from that report the proprietors of that 
place have been either evading the law 
or have been keeping faith with the 

commissioners. 

The matter of a saloon at this point 
has been before the board several 
times, but because the requisite ma- 
jority of frontage was not presented 
with .the petition it has been turned 
down from time to time, but in the 
meantime the place has been doing bus- 
iness.as a saloon. At the last meet- 
ing of the commission a petition for a 
regular license was presented and re- 
ferred to the Chief. It was accompa- 
nied by what purported to be a peti- 
tion from property owners consenting 
to the issuance of the license. It was 
subsequently ascertained that this pe- 
tition was the original one on which 
the sideboard license was granted, and 
that some of those who signed it object 
to a regular saloon there. The matter 
was referred to the Chief and if he re- 
ports that a regular saloon’ business is 
“heing done there, it will be incumbent 
upon the commissioners to refuse to 
grant the license unless the required 
majori:y is secured.

With unabated appetites for the mys- 
terious, the public again filled Depart- 
ment One yesterday to listen to the 
concluding arguments in the trial of 
Harry Clark for the murder of Wong 
Sing Hay on the last day of May. Long 
before court opened every seat was 
taken, and chairs were placed in the 
aisles for the ladies, who throughout 
the trial have daily put in an appear- 
ance in goodly numbers. 

The entire day was taken up by At- 
torney Shinn, and fully half of that 
time was devoted to a close examina- 
tion of the testimony of the boy, Le 
Page. He it was who closely connected 
the defendant with the crime alleged 
_ against him, and with his ‘testimony 


tained. The stock and fixtures were 
insured for $2500; and it was shown 
that the defendant had stated to the 
landlord that he couldn’t pay his rent, 
and if he couldn't sell out for $1600 he 
would “have to sell out to the insur- 
ance company.’ 

The fire broke out about 12:45 on the 
morning Of January 24, 1888, and when 
an entry was effected, old rags and 
other refuse saturated with coal ofl 
were found behind the bar. In a locker, 
also behind the bar where the fire orig- 
inated, was found more refuse  sat- 
urated with oil, there being also several 
candles, one of which was still burn- 
ing. By. experiments. made in the case 
it was shown on the trial that to burn 
a candle down as far as those found in 
the locker would require one hour and 
forty-five minutes, and it was also 
shown that that was about the time 
that the defendant had locked up the 
place and gone home.
